complexion, and at the ſame time a long flender 
neck and narrow cheſt, are much ſubject to a diſ- 
charge of blood from the lungs. That particular 
conformation of the ſyſtem is therefore regarded as 
the prediſponent cauſe. of the diſeaſe alluded to. 

When in ſuch perſons violent paſſions of the 
mind are excited, or irregular action of the lung: 


takes place, or any accuſtomed evacuation is ſud. 


denly ftopt, or the blood is circulated through the 
veſſels with undue force, or when they indulge in 
a larger than uſual proportion of food, and at the 
ſame time uſe leſs exerciſe, and a diſcharge of blood 
from the lungs enſues—One or more of theſe cir= 
cumſtances is to be conſidered as the 1 cauſe 
or cauſes of the diſeaſe. 
The effect of the application of theſe, encitiny 
cauſes. to the ſyſtem of a perſon of that deſcription, 
is the laceration or diviſion of one or more blood- 
veſſels within the lungs; and hence ſuch lacera- 
tion is deemed the proximate cauſe of the diſeaſe.

A knowledge of the prediſponent and exciting 
cauſes of morbid affections enables the phyſician 
to prevent diſeaſes; and that of the pro ximate 
cauſe has been n es to Gre him in 
the cure. 


The prediponent and exciting cauſes are in ma- 
ny inſtances eaſily aſcertained, and for a good rea- 
fon, as they are diſcovered principally by obſerva- 
tion. "The latter are known by that means alone. 

The proximate cauſe however cannot be aſcer- 
tained, without an intimate acquaintance with 
the ſtructure and functions of the human body.— 
But as ſuch knowledge is yet in a very imperfect 
ſtate, the proximate cauſe of diſeaſes is ſtill involv- 
ed in ſo much obſcurity, that it is diſcovered only 
in thoſe diſorders which are ſeated in a ſingle or- 
gan, and in ſome particular part of the ſiruure

As this fever occurs very ſeldom; fa ever, in this 

part of Great Britain, the deſcription. of its ſymp - | 
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toms is neceſſarily taken from foreign authors, or 
' from thoſe who have copied from them. 
This feyerig uſhered in by light rigors4, without 
any previous languor or ſigns of debility. The 
tongue is white and dry, attended with a bad taſte 
in the mouth and thirſt. The ſenſe of ſmelling is im- 
paired, and nauſea is felt. A hot fit very ſoon ſuc- 
ceeds ; the pulſe, which before had been ſmall and 
- depreſſed, becomes full, ſtrong, and hard; and the 
heat of the body is ſo much increaſed, that it is equal 
to a degree not under 106 of Farenheit's ſcale, and 
ſometimes exceeds that degree conſiderably, The 
face is much fluſhed;; the eyes are inflamed, and 
impatient of bearing light, Headach, and ſome- 
times pain of the back, take place. The tongue is 
black and parched, and the thirſt continues exceſ- 
five. , The urine is high coloured, and the belly is 
coſtive. The breathing is generally laborious; 
and is ſometimes attended with a ſhort cough.

My + Junker and Lommius allege that it is not . by rigors 
but invades ſuddenly with great heat. N 
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Sindh breathing and headach Hahn dhnbir 5 
ed reſtleſoneſs or very diſturbed ſleep ſuper- 
venes, attended with tinnitus aurium, and the 
appearance of motes floating before the eyes; and 
theſe ſymptoms are ſucceeded by delirium. In 
ſuch caſes, it ſometimes happens that à deuble 
pulſation in the arteries can be perceived. Epiſ- 
taxis, preceded by increaſed pain in the head and 
tinnitus aurium, violent throbbing at the temples 
and itching of the noſe, ſometimes occurs about 
the fourth or ſeventh day, and proves eritical.

verally choſen forſuch buſineſs. As they were ne- 
ceſſarily going to and fro, the maſter himſelf being 
left at one time alone, imagined that he ſaw a 
ſpectre clothed in white, and was immediately af. 
fected with univerſal tremor, while at the ſame 
time his mouth was diſtorted. In this ſtate he was 
found by his ſervants, who carried him inſtantly 
to bed. Antiſpaſmodics and cordials were imme- 
diately given; and the tremors having remitted, 
and the pulſe become ſtrong, half a pound of blood 
was drawn from his arm that nigbt. In the morn- 
ing. as much blood was taken from the other 
arm; for the tremors had remitted completely, 
and the pulſe had become more full and febrile. 
On the following day alſo a vein was opened in che 
foot, as ſome alleviation of the ſymptoms, though 
for a ſhort ſpace of time, was perceived. after each 
bleeding.

The fever however con- 
tinued ; and, inſtead of the tremulous convulſive 
motions with which he had at firſt been affected, 
his whole body, from time to time, was agitated 
with violent tonic convulſions. He could not 
ſpeak intelligibly, nor had he done ſo from the 
time that he had related to his ſervants what had 
happened to bim. It was evident, however, that 
he knew the "perſons: who were about him, and 
could diſtinguiſh them from one another. When 
he was able, he fignified, by means of geftures; 
that he was affected with a very ſevere pain in the 
head.

A W 8 forty years, addicted to abs 
uſe of tobacco and wine, who had been married

Tnosx caſes prove decidedly, in contradiction to 

the aſſertions of many medical praQutioners, the

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tion of ſtrength, and much anxiety and deſponden- 
ey. Great nauſea and vomiting of black bile, violent 
pain of the head and of the temples, throbbing 
of the temporal and carotid arteries, tinnitus au- 
rium, and laborious reſpiration, interrupted by 
ſighing, attend; and at the ſame time the breath 
is fetid. The eyes are inflamed, and a pain is 
felt about the orbits; the countenance ſeems 
bloated, and has a cadaverous appearance. Pains 
in the ſtomach, limbs, and back, ſupervene; and 
alſo tremors and delirium. The tongue at firſt is 
white, afterwards becomes black and dry, ſo as to 
render the ſpeech inarticulate; the lips and teeth 
are covered with a black viſcid ſordes; and there 
is great thirſt, with a bitter taſte in the mouth.

va; and an Inaugural Diſſertation on the ſubject by Sam. Cur- 
tin in Webſter's Medicinae Praxeos Syſtema, vor L. 
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gins with a ſudden faintneſs, ſometimes giddineſs, 
ſucceeded by light ſenſe of cold; ſevere pain in 
the head above the eye-brows ; with a flight nau- 
fea, and impaired appetite. Intenſe heat ſoon 
after ſucceeds; the face is fluſhed; the eyes are 
impatient of light, are ' inflamed, ' and have a 
painful ſenſe of heat. The pulſe, in the mean 
time, is full, quick, but ſoft; the carotid arteries 
throb; while the pain of the head is ſo violent, 
that the patient feels as if the temples ſhould be 
rent aſunder; pains are alſo felt in the joints, and 
in the loins.

The event of this fever is always very precari- 
ous. It often proves fatal within twenty-four 
hours after its attack. Sometimes the fatal ter- 
mination is protracted to the eleventh or twelfth 
day; but it moſt commonly happens between 
the fourth and ſeventh. Where the patient reco- 
vers, there is no regularly marked criſis. The 
bad ſymptoms are: extreme weakneſs from the 
beginning; early black vomiting, as, before the 

fourth day; early yellowneſs of the ſkin; hæ- 
morrhages from the noſe, lungs, or urinary paſſa- 
ges, after the third day; and livid blotches about 
the præcordia and loins. The favourable ſymp- 
toms are: firmneſs of the pulſe ; no extreme pro- 
ſtration of ſtrength; no black yomiting, nor yel- 
lowneſs of the ſkin, till after the fifth or ſixth day;

The pulſe was, both at the beginning and during 
the courſe of the diſeaſe, exceedingly irregular. At

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it was a ſo low as ſcarcely to be felt at the 
wriſts; or intermitting, or preternaturally flow. Di- 
latation of the pupil generally occurred in caſes 
where it was ſlow; but the ſlowneſs of the pulſe 
uſually preceded the dilatation of the pupil. Af. 
ter the fever had continued for ſome weeks, and 
the weather had become more cool, (that is, after 
the tenth of September) the pulſe was as full, 
tenſe, quick, and frequent, at the beginning, as 
in caſes of pleuriſy; at the ſame time, however, it 
communicated, when felt, a peculiar ſenſation to 
the fingers, no two pulſations being exactly fimi- 
lar. It was equally full, hard, and frequent, in 
the remiſſions of the fever as in the exacerba - 
tions. Although before death it commonly became 
weak, frequent, and imperceptible; yet in ſeveral 
caſes it was full, active, and even tenſe, m_ the 
laſt hours of life, 
Many complained of a aul pain in the region 
of the liver; but few of that ſoreneſs to the touch 
at the pit of the ſtomach noticed in all former hiſ- 
tories of the yellow fever. A burning pain, how- 
ever, in the region of the ſtomach, accompanied | 
the vomiting which occurred about the fourth or 
fifth day.

It was often ſo mild that the patients were not 
confined to their beds.

IV. Mixep- Communy Tanne or Srochus. 
Caſes frequently happen where the ſymptoms of 
fever do not occur in the order of ſucceſſion, men- 
tioned under the three preceding heads. Thoſe 
fevers, according to Dr Cullen, generally conſiſt 
of ſuch a complication of the ſymptoms of inflam- 
matory and nervous fever, that it is at the begin- 
ning difficult to aſcertain the ſpecies to which 
they belong; but that at firſt the ſymptoms are 
thoſe of inflammatory fever; and afterwards, ſome- 
times gradually and ſometimes fuddenly, they de- 
generate into thoſe of typhus. 

Fevers of this Kind appear W in Scot- 
| land. Although on their firſt attack they be at- 


tended with violent pain in the head, ſtrong hard :

and a deranged ftate of the chylopoetic viſcera. 
This definition, however, is neither fo accurate 
nor ſo ſatisfactory as could be wiſhed ; yet it is not 
. eaſy, nor perhaps in the preſent imperfect ſtate of 
phyſiology poſſible, to form a better one 0 the 

.hiſtory of the ſymptoms alone. 

Typhus therefore differs from ſynocha in one of 
the great eſſential characters; namely, impaired 
energy of the brain. It differs too in ſeveral other 
particulars reſpecting the ſymptoms; as, in being 
preceded by languor and liſtleſsneſs, in being at- 
tended with a weak pulſe, &c. and in being pro- 
tracted to a longer period.

Two arteries, the one ſuperior and the 
other inferior, and as many veins, belonged to each 
kidney. The veins went out of the ſinuſes in ſuch

The arteries, however, formed 
no junction with each other; both the inferior 
and ſuperior extended tranſverſely, without any 
obliquity; and, conſequently, the inferior did not 
enter the ſinus, but paſſed below it almoſt at the 
lower ſide of the kidney.

Many facts concur to 
prove, that a certain ſtate of the ſyſtem is required 
for the action of the exciting cauſe or cauſes of 
this fever.

That it 
depends upon the condition of the neryous ſyſtem, 
there is every reaſon to believe; but our ignorance. 
of the laws by which that ſyſtem is regulated, pre- 
vents us from approaching nearer to a ſolution of 
the queſtion.

With reſpect to the effects of exhalations from pu- 
trid animal matter alone, nothing certain can be 
urged; but, upon the whole, it appears more pro- 
bable that they contribute to render the eſſects of 
"ſome other exciting cauſe more violent, than that 
they are themſelves exciting cauſe.

1 Contagion, All the ſpecies of neryous ; fever 
are contagious ; a circumſtance which forms the 
moſt eſſential mark of diſtinction between theſe 
fevers and all others. In many caſes the conta- 
gion can be diſtinctiy traced. In others, although | 
it cannot be aſcertained, there is no certainty that 
it did not exiſt; for ſuch is the nature of conta- 
gion, that it may be communicated not only from 
a diſeaſed perſon. to a healthy one, but alſo may 
be carried about the cloaths, &c. even of a heal- 
thy perſon. In a crowded city, therefore, it is im- | 
poſſible for any individual to be certain that he 
has not been expoſed to contagion. Many prac- 
titioners allege that contagion is not a general ex- 
citing cauſe of nervous fever; becauſe it does not, 
like other contagions, as that of ſmall pox, &c. 
loſe the power of again infecting the ſame indivi- 
dual. But this argument is equally ſtrong againſt 
the idea of fever being produced, in any inſtance, 
by infection; a fact, however, which is too well 
eſtabliſhed to be denied.

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ey in magining that the different ſpecies of cone 
tagion are regulated by different laws, as it is found 
that they produce different effects. With reſpect 
to the nature of the contagion of fever, nothing 
but conjecture can be offered; which is not ſur- | 
priſing, ſince that of the contagion of ſmall pox, 
although it can be made the object of our ſenſes, 
which that of fever cannot, properly ſpeaking, be, 
is ſtill unknown. From the ſimilarity of their ef- 
feds, it is probable that it coincides, in ſome eſſen- 
tial qualities, with human effluyia. Perhaps, alſo, 
the peculiar ſmell which proceeds from human ef. 
fluvia, and from the bodies of thoſe affected with 
nervous fever, being nearly of the ſame kind, al. 
fords an additional argument in favour of that con· 
jeQure.

Upon the ks it is abe that DES ef. 
fluvia, putrid exhalations under certain circum- 
ſtances, and contagion, are the ſole exciting cauſes 
of continued nervous fever; and that expoſure to 
cold, diſorders in the primæ viz, intemperance, 
violent paſſions of the mind, fatigue of mind or body, 
corrupted animal exhalations, and a particular ſtate 
of the atmoſphere from the, "riciffitude of ſeaſons 
or the ſucceſſion of weather, act only by inducing 
that ſtate of the ſyſtem which renders-it ſuſcepti- 
ble of the impreſſion of the exciting cauſes. | 
An inveſtigation of the exciting cauſes of diſeaſe 
has been regarded as aſeful i in two. points of view: 
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Firft, In order that means may be ſuggeſted for 
the prevention of diſeaſes; and Secondly, For the 
purpoſe of aſcertaining the proximate cauſe. The 
firſt of theſe views alone, indeed, has been general- 
ly avowed ; but the pains which moſt ſyſtematic 
writers have taken to explain the mode of action, 
or the effects of exciting cauſes, clearly ſhow that 
they have been actuated by the ſecond view al- 
ſo. If future obſervation ſhall eſtabliſh the va- 
lidity of an opinion lately propoſed by Dr For- 
dyce, that a fever produced by any cauſe, like a 
body put in motion by an impulſe, will continue, 
although that cauſe be no longer applied *; it will 
then appear neceſſary only to enquire into the ex- 
iſtence of exciting cauſes, and not into their mode 
of operation. As Dr Fordyce has not yet produced 
the evidence on which his opinion is founded, it can- 
not be regarded as unfair, if aſſent be refuſed to 
the doctrine as applying generally to all fevers. It 
is a well known fact, for example, that intermit- 
tent fever often reſiſts obſtinately every means of 
cure, and yields only in conſequence of a removal 
from expoſure to the exciting cauſe.

to diſcover their: mode of ation; and accordingly 
many ingenious conjectures have been formed on 
the ſubject. As the effluvia proceeding from great 
lakes; falt water, and fogs, do not produce inter- 
mittent fevers, it has been ſuppoſed that thoſe 
which do ſo, conſiſt of ſomething more than 
Ample watery particles.

It has been imagined, by ſome reſpectable au- 
thors * that intermittent fevers are communicated | 


by contagion. This opinion, however does not 
| coincide with the general obſervation of practi- 


tioners; and if it were juſt, it muſt have been long 
ago eſtabliſhed beyond the poſſibility of contra- 
dition. The author of theſe remarks has con- 
yerſed on this ſubje& with ſeveral judicious prac- 
titioners, who have practiſed for many years in

A redundancy of bile in ths ſtomach and intel. 
tines has been by ſome propoſed as the proximate 
cauſe of that diſeaſe ; but not only is the bile of- 


ten accumulated in great quantity in theſe viſce- 


ra, but alſo is it even mixed with the, blood 
throughout the whole ſanguiferous ſyſtem, with- 
out any ſuch effect being produce. 

When the phenomena of intermittent fever ate 
carefully conſidered, many cireumſtances appear 
in fayour of the old opinion of Helmont, that they 
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proceed from ſome affection of the ſtomach. The 


ſhivering,/the ſickneſs, the thirſt, the pain in the 


head, all ſeem to originate from this cauſe. The 


appearances on diſſection, too, in thoſe who die of 


the diſeaſe, prove clearly that the ſyſtem of the 


ſtomach. is very materially affected. But the cir- 
cumſtance which chiefly favours this opinion is, 
the great ſuſceptibility of a renewal of the diſeaſe 


from very flight exciting cauſes,; as, from the pre- 


valence of the eaſt wind, and from the repetition 
of the original exciting cauſe. In this circum- 
fiance intermittents differ eſſentially from all other 
fevers: for it is well known, that after continued 
fever has once occurred, the perſon. ſo affected is 


by no means ſo liable to a return of the diſcaſe as 


one in whom the diſorder has never taken place. 
In eruptive fevers too, as in the ſmall- pox and 
meaſles, the fever produced by the contagious 
matter can never be again produced i in the ſame 
perſon... It may be added, in confirmation of all 
this reaſoning, that medicines, received into the 
ſtomach previous to an expected paroxyſm of in- 
termittents, ſometimes produce almoſt immediate 
effects by preventing entirely the fit. But al- 


though it were admitted, that the proximate 


cauſe of the diſeaſe is a deranged ſtate of the ſto- 


mach and its appendages, it would ſtill remain for 
enquiry to. aſcertain, what that deranged ſtate is. 
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Tux preceding caſes afford very little vided 
reſpecting either the cauſe or effects of intermit- 
tents; and afford, too, very little room for remark.

The ſecond argument in favour of this 406 
tin is, That intermittents ſometimes degene- 
rate into continued fever, and vice verſu. Ma- 
ny aſſertions of this eircumſtance occur in the 
writings of authors of the firſt: eminence . It 
muſt however be allowed, that the evidence on 
the ſubject is ſome what ambiguous: for in certain 
places of Great Britain, as in the fens of Lincoln- 
ſhire, &. intermittents are known tot ęxiſt for a 
great length of time without being converted in- 
tõ continued fevers; and in thoſe parts of the 
Iſland where intermittents do not prevail, conti- 
nued fevers are never obſervedi to terminate in 
intermittents.

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PRTRHISIs A TuBzrcULIs. This is by far the 
moſt frequent ſpecies of the diſeaſe. It occurs on- 
ly in thoſe of a ſcrophulous habit, and in thoſe 
born of ſcrophulous or of phthifical parents. It 
is commonly preceded by the following ſymptoms, 
enumerated by Dr Ruſh *; the principal of which 
were firſt noticed and accurately detailed by Mor- 
ton f: A flight fever, increaſed by the leaſt ex- 
erciſe; a burning and dryneſs in the palms of the 
hands, more eſpecially towards the evening ; rheu- 
my eyes upon waking from fleep; an increaſe of 
urine; a dryneſs of the ſkin, more eſpecially of 
the feet, in the morning; an occaſional fluſhing 
in one and ſometimes in both cheeks; a hoarſe- 
| neſs; a flight or acute pain in the breaſt; a fixed 
pain in the ſide; a ſhooting pain in both ſides; 
headach ; occaſional fick and fainty fits; a de- 
ſiciency of appetite; and a general indiſpoſition to 
exercile or motion of any kind.” Sometimes, how- 
ever, theſe ſymptoms do not take eas or are not 
obſerved... | 
The firſt 5 of this ſpecies of the diſeaſe

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violent, and being aggrava ted by the moſt appa- 
rently trifliag cauſes; hoarſeneſs of the voice, a 
ſenſe of weight and ſtraitneſs in the cheſt, felt 
more eſpecially after motion ; inability to lie .on 
one or both ſides, and flight difficulty of breath. 
ing ſupervene. The pulſe from the firſt is fre- 


quent, and for a confiderable time full and hard. 


The breathing is much quicker than that of a per- 
ſon in health. It is performed with great motion 
of the cheſt, and is frequently accompanied with a 
noiſe ſimilar to that of ſighing. The cough gra- 
dually becomes more violent; it attacks by fits, 
which are particularly diſtreſſing towards the 
evening and during the night; and the expectora- 
tion of mucus, and afterwards of pus, takes place. 
Theſe ſymptoms are attended with occaſional fly- 
ing ſtitches in the breaſt and ſides, great laſſitude, 
emaciation of the body, and inequality of temper. 
The appetite. for food is diminiſhed, and yomiting 
frequently occurs after eating. Blood is general- 
ly ſpit up, ſometimes in ſmall. and ſometimes in 

large quantities; often before any appearance of 
matter can be perceived, and not unfrequently a- 
long with pus. The expeQoration, therefore, at 
this period of the diſeaſe, is various in its ap- 
pearance; ſometimes reſembling mere mucus; at 
other times, pus, blood, or a mixture of both; 
ſo that it is of very various colour and conſiſtence; 
being at times white, grey, brown, yellow, red, 
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and green, and ſometimes ſtreaked with all theſe 
. .colours; and being at one time thick, at another 

time thin, and in ſome cafes being tough, and imi- 
tating the figure of the branches of the bronchia. 
It is often difficult, at the beginning, to aſcertain 
whether the matter expectorated be mucus or pus. 
Many experiments have been made, with the view 
of eſtabliſhing a criterion between the two: This 
however, ſtill remains a defideratum, probably for 
the reaſon mentioned by Dr. Stark, viz. that-the 
ſpitting of conſumptive perſons combines the eſſen- 
tial properties of mucus and of pus. 2 
Io the ſ ymptoms above enumerated, hectic fe- 
ver is added. The progreſs of the diſeaſe, after 
this period, is, comparatively ſpeaking, rapid, as it 
generally terminates * within a few months 
from that time. 

Authors have divided the dh of this Ws

When cut into, they appear to conſiſt of 
a ſolid white ſubſtance, almoſt as firm as cartilage, 
having the cut ſurface, ſmooth, ſhining, and uniform, 
and being covered with a thin capſule. The larg- 
er tubercles conſiſt alſo of a curdly kind of pus; 
and the ſame matter is obſerved in cutting into the 
clufters of the ſmaller tubercles; but its origin 
cannot be aſcertained. The cavity of the large 
tubercles always communicates with branches of 
the trachea, Neither cells, veſicles, nor veſſels have 
been diſcovered in tubercles. The branches of the 
| trachea communicate alſo with-cavities of a larger 
ſize (the largeſt however not exceeding four-in- 
ches in extent), called Yomice. Theſe cavities 
contain pus of various appearances and confiſtence 
in different caſes. With this they are not filled, 
as they have the ſurface only beſmeared with it. 
They are lined with a fine delicate membrane, ſi- 
milar to the-capſule of the tubercles. They com- 
municate with branches of the trachea by round 
ſmooth openings, and with one another by ragged - 
and unequal ones. They are generally fituated 
towards the back part of either lobe, and are com- 
monly concealed. Many circumſtances concur to 
ſhew that the vomicæ are modifications of the tu- 
bercles, The lungs contiguous to the tubercles

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and vomicæ are ſometimes in a natural ſtate 3 
more often indurated. The pulmonary arteries 
and veins, as they approach the larger vomicæ, are 
ſuddenly contracted and obſtructed, fo that they 
have little or no communication with thoſe cavi- 
ties. This contraction does not take place in the 
vicinity of vomicæ under an inch in diameter. In

Ax old woman had her right leg bitten by a 
dog. This was ſucceeded by great thirſt, inteſti- 
nal flux, and ſlight fever.

ABDoMEN. The ſtomach appeared fomewhat 
diſtended with air; and being naturally large, it 
extended ſo low that the portion of the colon 
which lies next it, was ſituated below the navel.

air, was ſo much contracted that it reſembled one 
of the ſmall inteſtines.

The valvulæ mitrales at the lower part, and eſpe- 
. cially at that part next the Aorta, were compoſed

white colour. None of the valves of that artery 
were perfectly free from incipient offifications. 
One in particular on the ſurface; which was turn- 
ed towards the fide of the artery was completely 
bony, rough, and unequal, in conſequence of 
particles really oſſeous, in ſome parts lying upon 
each other, that projected like grains of ſand, On 
the other ſurface, this valve degenerated into a 
fleſhy excreſcence of a larger fize than itſelf.

Tubercles in the Lungs. The nature of theſe 
tubercles has been variouſly deſcribed by different 
authors.

From the obſervations of Dr. Stark and 
of Dr. Baillie 6, it appears, that tubercles are ſeat-

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lity terminate by a diſorder in the lungs rather 
than any other part of the body? I anſwer, 
That it ſeems to be a law of the ſyſtem, that ge- 
neral debility ſhould always produce as a ſymp- 
tom ſome local diſeaſe *.” He farther obſerves, 
66 It would ſeem as if the debility in the caſes of 
conſumption i is ſeated chiefly in the blood-veſlels ; 
while that debility which terminates in diſeaſes 
of the ſtomach, and bowels is confined chiefly to 
the nerves; and that the local affections of the 
brain ariſe from a debility invading alike the ner- 
vous and arterial ſyſtems.”

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meaſles; &c. and it has been alleged that it alſo 
follows in ſome caſes ſyphilis and ſcuryy. This 
has been accounted for in different ways. Thus 
Dr Cullen ſuppoſes that thoſe diſeaſes produce an 
acrimonious ſtate of the fluids, which occaſions tu- 
bercles; and Monſ. Portal, as well as Dr Ryan, 
think that they produce a local inflammatory af- 
fection of the lungs,” which terminates in ulcera- 
tions without tubercles. 
There is no inconſiſtency in ſuppoſing that thoſe 
diſeaſes, in different caſes produce both effects: 


for there is no doubt that tubercles in an incipient ; 
ſtate ſometimes exiſt for a conſiderable length of 


time, without being accompanied with any mor- 
bid ſymptom. In ſuch caſes, any circumſtance 
which can excite inflammation of the lungs muſt 
produce ſuch a change in the ſtate wh tuber- 
cles as ſhall render them exciting cauſes of phthi- 
ſis. In other caſes, the effect of theſe diſeaſes may 


be ſimply inflammation of the lungs. which ter- 


minates in ſuppuration. 
Tux cauſe which induces the ſecond ſpecies of 
phthiſis pulmonalis ſeems to be a certain diſpoſi- 


tion in the blood-veſlels of the lungs, to form or 


to depoſite calcareous matter; but the nature of 
this diſpoſition is too much involved in obſcurity 
to be inveſtigated here. | 

On the whole, there appears to be three claſſes 
of exciting cauſes of phthiſis pulmonalis, corre- 
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ſponding to the three ſpecies of the diſeaſe. - The 
firſt comprehends all thoſe circumſtances which 
tend. to the production, or perhaps, to ſpeak more 
accurately, to the inflammation of tubercles ; the 
ſecond conſiſts of a diſpoſition in the blood-veflels 
of the lungs to form or depoſite calcareous matter;

It has been generally ima- 
gined that the proximate cauſe of phthiſis pulmp- 
nalis is ulceration of the lungs ; and this ſuppoſi- 
tion has been thought to be founded, upon the ap- 
pearances on diſſection “. It has however been al- 
ready ſtated, that, in ſome caſes of the diſeaſe, 
there are no ulcerations in the lungs ; as, for ex- 
ample, where there is a depoſition of calcareous 
earth.

that the means moſt conducive to the cure of con. 
ſumption are thoſe by which the ſupply of oxy- 
gen to the ſyſtem is much diminiſſed. His opi- 
nion originated from an obſervation, that nature in 
particular caſes ſuſpends the progreſs of phthiſis 
pulmonalis, by the very means, which are calcu- 
lated, he thinks, to diminiſh the ſupply of oxygen, 
viz. in caſes of pregnancy. As the foetus, he re- 
marks, receives from the mother that proportion 
of oxygen which is neceſſary to its exiſtence, 
while at the {ame time there is no apparent pro- 
viſion for an extraordinary ſupply of it to the mo- 
ther; it follows, that, during pregnancy, the ſyſ- 
tem of the woman muſt receive a leſs quantity i | 
oxygen than uſual.

A hypotheſis of a different nature, e too 
pon chemical principles has been ſuggeſted by 
Dr. Reid, viz. That the diſeaſed ſtate of the lungs 
prevents the expulſion, during reſpiration, of the 
. phlogiſton and lymph generally thrown off by that 
operation *. Changing the terms employed by 
Dr. Reid for thoſe now uſed, his hypotheſis ſeems 
to be, That the diſcaſed ſtate of the lungs pre- 
' vents the admiſſion of oxygen; which is directly 
oppoſite to Dr. Beddoes' opinion. An objection, 
however, immediately occurs againſt this opi- 
nion, which is, That, were it juſt, phthiſical per- 
ſons ſhould be always cold, in the ſame manner as 
the blue boy, mentioned by Dr. Sandy ford, the 
right ventricle of whoſe heart opened into the aor-

N 
might have been forced into this Gtuation' partly 
by the ſtomach, as the left part of the fundus of 
that viſcus deſcended lower than uſual. The 6.

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A large extent, was of a lvid colour. Its coats 
were thickened and indurated ; except in certain 
parts, where they were ſo putrid that they were 
lacerated on touching them. Through theſe lace- 
rations a very fetid cineritious matter, like a kind of 
poultice, which was contained within the ſtomach, 
was diſcharged. This fluid had burft into the 
ſtomach from a tumor or abſceſs of the worlt kind, 

which had been fituated on its poſterior furface: 
for at that place the ſtomach was to a'great ex- 
tent immoderately thick, ſwelling inwards; une- 
. qual in its ſurface; in a filthy, rotten, and gan- 
grenous ſtate; and of the ſame colour as the above. 
mentioned matter. The pylorus was ſound. All 
the inteſtines, the colon not excepted, were in a 
contracted ſtate; Which was to be expected after 
ſo long continued loſs of appetite; The ſpleen, al- 
though ſound,” was of a larger than ordinary ſize, 
and was internally of a pale colour. On the right 
fide of the liver ſome ſcirrhoſities, of a white co | 
tour, and roundiſh form, like common ſized grapes, 
were obſerved. Theſe were diſpoſed over the ſur= 
face | in ſuch a manner, that they were in ſome de- 
gree concealed within the ſubſtance of that organ. 
In cutting through the liver, one of theſe tumors, 
completely buried within its ſurface, appeared. 

The gall-bladder contained a large quantity of 
very yellow bile, which had tinged the neighbour- 
ing parts. On the poſterior ſurface of the left kid- 
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ney there was an oblique line, of a conſiderable 
length, of a whitiſh colour, and of an apparently 
tendinous ſubſtance. This line penetrated to ſuch 
a depth that it reached the tubulz in which the : 


papillz are received. It had very much the ap- 


pearance of the cicatrix of a former ulcer ; but no 
mark of this could be: diſcoyered, neither in the 


ſurrounding adipoſe membrane, nor in the abdo- 

.  minal muſcles; The uterus was ſmall, and ſitua- 
ted very low; and inclined ſo much towards the 
right ſide, as to be greatly nearer that than the 


left fide. The round ligament, too, was much 


ſhorter on the right fide than on the left. The 


cervix | uteri, and more eſpecially the os tincæ, 
were found nearly in the ſame ſtate as in virgins; 
the former having, internally, the oblique and 
prominent rugæ, which charaQeriſe it; and the 
latter having a narrow and round aperture. The 
hymen; though ſmall, was diſtin, and exhibited 
no marks of laceration ; but within the hymen, 


neither were the carunculæ myrtiformes obſerved, 


nor were the ruge of the vagina diſtinctly mark- 


ed. The ſkin too, at the lower part of the abdo-. 
men, being indented with whitiſh coloured pits, 
did not correſpond with the appearances of the 


cervix uteri and hymen. The ovaria were of a 
large fize, conſidering the age of the woman and 
ſmallneſs of the uterus. Externally they were 


wrinkled: internally, the left contained ſome ſmall

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empty cells included within a thick white mem- 
brane ; and the right had; wit hin a cell not much 
larger than theſe, ſome black coloured half coa- 
gulated blood. The right Fallopian tube was 
perv ious to the ovarium, but impervious towards 
the uterus: the left, on the contrary, was open 
only towards the uterus. A conſiderable quanti- 
typ ati was obierved in the meſentery, and in 
the. interſtices of the muſoles of the back and 
imba gz and a ſmall quantity alſo in tlie omen- 
tum. This was ſurpriſing in . dean a ſubject; 
but indeed it was a female one. The abdominal 
muſcles were:of a wery beautiful red colour. Some 
glands, greatly enlarged; lay hid beneath the yel- 
 lowifat contained ũn the meſentety, which Sover- 
ed the lumbar vertebre and the trunks: of the 
large veſſels contiguous. to them. Theſe glands 
adhered ſo cloſely to thoſe veſſels, as to be ſepara- 
ted with great diſſiculty. They were internally 
white; and not very hard; aud they contained 
purulent ichor. The other glands throughout the 
meſentery were mot enlarged. Near the ſtomach, 
however, one of the lymphatic glands was ob- 
ſerved toi be much thicker and harder than ordi- 
naty: ĩt was of a dirty yellow colour. The whole 
af the pancreas, had become thiekened, and at 
the ſame time ſome what dry and hard; except 
in one part, which grew out into a-white en 
reſembling that of the thymus gland.

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TuonxAx. The two loweſt jugular glands were 
of a white colour, and were enlarged to the ſize 
of two inches at leaſt. Theſe glands conſtituted 
the hard tumor on each fide under the clavicles, 
mentioned in the hiſtory of the caſe. They were 

found to be conſiderably hard, although they con- 
tained a purulent ichor: part of this flowed out 
when the clavicles, under which, and on the con- 


tiguous part of the ſternum, they lay, were re- 


moved. The other jugular glands alſo were in 
the ſame. ſtate, with reſpect to colour, hardneſs, 


and contents; but had not increaſed to ſo large 
a ſize. The axillary glands had undergone no 


change whatever. But thoſe glands placed at the 
firſt diviſion of the aſpera arteria, were of a white 
colour; and, from a ſmall ſize, had become not 
leſs. than ordinary grapes. They were ſomewhat 


Hhardened too; and contained the ſame kind of 
purulent ichor ſeen in ſo many other glands. 


The aſpera arteria, however, at leaſt towards the 
throat, was ſound; as was alſo the œſophagus in 


its whole length. The lungs, which were turgid 


with air, were free from diſeaſe. A number of 
roundiſh tubercles, of a hard compact ſubſtance, 
and of a depreſſed figure, ſo numerous as to be 
almoſt contiguous to each other, beſet all the ed- 
ges of the valvulæ mitrales. In one of the ſemi- 
lunar valves a ſmall ſcale, not however bony, was 
obſerved. In other reſpects the heart was ſound.

Although theſe medicines were probably ill pre- 
pared, he could get no other in that country. 


+ , While uſing thofe remedies, his ſtomach was very 


olten irritated, and vomiting frequently took place. 
From that period, he began to vomit almoſt every 
thing which he eat or drank; and if he did not 
vomit, he became very much diſtreſſed with u 
pain in his ſtomach, which he felt at all times in - 
flight degree; and alſo. with hiccup. When he 
took food immediately after vomiting, he moſt ge- 
nerally retained it. He had a large diſcharge ot 
thick ill-ſmelling ſaliva. His belly was coſtive; 
and when glyſters of milk were uſed, nothing 
was expelled but hard excrementitious lumps. 
Although the pulſe was not at firſt affected, yet 
there was a conſiderable emaciation of the body 
from the beginning.

his food; and when vomited it had never any bad 
ſmell or taſte. - During the laſt month of his life, 
he could retain nothing on his ſtomach but mul.

In conſequence of this, he became heQic, and had 
a great waſting of fleſh. Every medicine, both in- 
ternal and external, that was employed to check 
theſe vomitings, proved ineffectual. Among thoſe, 
quickſilver was uſed, to the quantity of three oun- 
ces, about a month before his death, when an ob- 
ſtinate coſtiveneſs afforded reaſon to apprehend i- 
liac paſſion. This medicine neither proved of a- 
ny advantage, nor was afterwards ſeen during the 
operation of clyſters; but it was ſuppoſed by the 
attendants, to have been afterwards diſcharged a- 
long with the faces, when the ſtricture of the 
bowels was removed. Under the ſymptoms above 
ſtated, he died, never having complained of any 
tumor or pain in the belly ; his pulſe alſo having

The body was ſo 
exceedingly emaciated, that on the back of the 
hands, and on the upper part of the feet, the 
bones of the metacarpus and-thoſe of the meta- 
tarſis could have been very well demonſtrated;

ABDoMEN. The inteſtines. were here and there 
marked with livid ſpots. They were unuſually 
contracted, the natural conſequence of the daily 
vomiting. The large inteſtines, however, were 
contracted for a ſhort ſpace only, as they contain- 
ed fæces, though not in a large quantity. The 
ſtomach was in an unuſual ſituation, of an uncom- 
mon length, and had a very peculiar "poſition ? 
For, beginning at the uſual place, (no part of the 
œſophagus having paſſed into the belly) it pro- 
ceeded through the left ſide of the belly, in a 
ſtrait line, down as far as the pubis; from whence 
it turned upwards towards the right ſide, and ters 
minated in the duodenum. It was of a moderate 
breadth ; and contained nothing but a thin poul- 
tice-like maſs, which was ſuppoſed to be the re- 
mains of the little food that had been taken in. 
When the pylorus was handled, externally a con- 
ſiderable hardneſs was felt. On opening the ſto- 
mach, the ring of the pylorus was obſerved to be 
divided as it were into two or three protuberanees. 
which, although not large, were hard. That part 
ef the ſtomach next the pylorus was indurated to 
. the 
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the extent of two fingers breadth; the coats be- 
ing there thickened, and in a ſtate approaching 
to the hardneſs of bone. They were not really 
oſſified, nor did they ſtraiten the paſſage; bur, 
in conſequence of their unyielding ſtate, they had 
been incapable of propelling the food into the 
duodenum. For a ſhort ſpace from the indurated 
portion, the internal ſurface of the ſtomach was 
flightly livid. It is probable that the ſtomach 
contained quickſilver, which had flowed out when 
that organ had been moved to one fide; for it 
was found, to the quantity of an ounce and a 
half, within the duodenum, which had been tied 
up a litlle below the pylorus.

A SLENDER woman, of about forty years of age, 
who had been much ſubject to hyſteria, and par- 
' ticularly to violent hyſteric paroxyſms, which af- 
feed her whole body, and more eſpecially the 
_ viſcera of the abdomen, with convulſive motions, 
after having had fome fits that were more violent 
than uſual, began to obſerve an evident depreſſton 
in the epigaſtric region, and at the ſame time a 
ſwelling in the hypogaſtric. The depreſſion never 
changed; but the ſwelling often altered within 
the fpace of a ſingle day; for, although it appear- 
eld large and very hard, it often ſuddenly ſubſid- 
ed. When ſhe took food, ſhe. obſerved that it 
deſcended into that part and increaſed the ſwell- 
ing, and alſo rendered the ſenſation of weight 
which ſhe always felt there more uneaſy. At the 
diftance of four or five hours from that time, ſhe. 
uſually became affected with violent pains, tormi- 
na, and faintings.

The fliac arteries were tortuous, as the ſplenic ar- 
tery generally is. The iliac veins, as far as their 
diviſion, were ſo much corrugated, as it were, that 
they could be extended with difficulty. * 
Trorax. ' Within the thorax, as well as in the 
_ pericardium, a ſmall quantity of watery fluid was 
found. The lungs were attached firmly to the 
fides and to the back. The right lobe, when 
drawn away, left a kind of opaque, thick, firm, 
uniform coat, adhering to the parietes of the tho- 
rax, extending from the lower part to beyond the 
middle of its length, and from the ſpine almoſt to 
the ſternum. This membrane; when pulled by 
one extremity, and by the part attached to the 
ſternum, was drawn off entire. It neither belong- 
cd to the pleura, nor was it the membrane of the 
lungs; for both theſe parts remained in their natu- 
ral ſituation. It was therefore probably a mem- 
brane formed in conſequence of inflammation, 
The lungs themſelves were not very ſound. In the 
upper part of one of the lobes a hard ſubſtance was 
perceived. The heart was twice as large as it na- 
turally is: it contained no blood, but only a few 
moderately fized poly pous concretions. Both ven- 
 tricles were dilated. The right ventricle, and the 
Vol. I. * _ correſponding 
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n auricle, which was alſo much dila- 
ted, had very thin parietes; on the contrary, the 
Parietes of the left ventricle were thicker and 
harder than uſual. The valvulz mitrales were 


_ enlarged, and their lower edges were much thick- 
ened and knotty. The ſigmoid valves were not 


ſo. ſoft. as _ uſual; and the ſemilunar were till 
leſs yielding; one of them being already bony at 
one part of its lower circumference. The aorta, 
before its curvature, was wider than uſual, The 
whole of its internal ſurface was marked here and 
there with white ſpots; and the ſame appear- 
ance was obſerved within the iliacs. Some of 
theſe ſpots appeared prominent on the internal 


. ſurface, and were very hard and bony, This was 


more eſpecially the caſe at that part from whence 
one of the inferior intercoſtals went off. The ori- 
ſice of that veſſel, happening to lie in the center of 


the ſpot which protuberated in a circular form, 


had been in canſequence ſo ſtraitened, that, toge- 


ther with the ſpot, it at firſt ſight ee like a 
large lenticular gland.

REMARKS ON THE ANOMALOUS CASES oF Tabts, 


Tur firſt, fifth, ſeventh, eighth, and ninth ca- :

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON INFLAMMATION ®. ' 


INFLAMMATION + conſiſts of an increaſed ac» 
tion of the arteries, together with ſuch an aug⸗ 
mentation of blood within them as occaſions the

the body therefore is ſaid to be inflamed, when 
the action of its veſſels is increaſed, and when it is 
red, hot, painful, and ſwelled.

In this part of the work, inflammation fituated within the 
head, neck, cheſt, and belly, is alone to be conſidered. Previous 
to that, it appears neceſſary to offer ſome obſervations on the Nay 
ture of inflammation in general.

Laſtly; Certain Degrees of Cold. It is not eaſy 
to explain the preciſe degrees of cold which pro- 
duce inflammation. Experience ſhews that thoſe | 
degrees vary according to the previous ſtate; of 
the ſyſtem. - Thus, if the body be paſſed ſudden- 
| ly from a very warm temperature to a cold one, 
as for example, from one of ſeventy degrees of 
Farenheit, to one of thirty-five or forty, inflam- 
mation will be induced. But if the change from 
theſe degrees be made gradually, no ſuch effect 
follows. Some degrees of cold are productive of 
mortification ; and it has been ſuppoſed, that the 
degrees immediately prepeding thoſe i in the _ 
excite inflammation. - 

The heat of the human body may bo Wand 
ed either by the temperature of the air by which 
it is ſurrounded, or by the application of moiſture 
of a lower heat than that of the body. _

ed to moderate the action of the veſſels, and to 
induce relaxation over the whole ſyſtem. But as

With little pain. It is diſtinguiſhed by the ſenſa- 


tion of increaſed heat and of ſoreneſs; and by the 
ſecretion of the membrane being changed in its 


qualities and appearance. In the healthy ſtate, 


the mucous membranes, viz. all thoſe lining the 


internal cavities of the body to which the air has 


acceſs, furniſh a mild tranſparent ropy fluid, like 


thin ſtarch, quite inſipid to the taſte, and poſſeſ- 


fing all the qualities of mucilage. This fluid, 
when thoſe membranes are inflamed, is of a very 


different nature. It is at firſt thin and acridy fre- 


quently excoriating the very membrane by which 
it is prepared; then its quantity is increaſed, af- 


terwards it is ade diminiſhed, and becomes

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thick and opaque, reſembling purulent matter; 
and finally, in favourable caſes, it returns by de- 
grees to its natural ſtate. This, however, is not 
the uniform courſe of thoſe changes; but it is un- 
neceſſury to enumerate the various deviations 
here, as they are ſtated under particular articles. 
Ulcerations are the frequent conſequences of

The changes produced on the membranes

_ bility, ſucceeded, after the morbid affection has 
eeaſed, by diminiſhed energy and great ſuſcepti- 
mur of inflammation from the flighteſt cauſes, 
Secondly, What ate called 'diaphanous mem- 
branes are, the dura and pia mater, the pleura, 
the pericardium, the peritoneum, the tunica vagi- 
nalis teſtis, the perioſteum, and the capſular liga - 
ments of the joints. The inflammation of theſe 
membranes is not marked by any peculiarity of 
ſymptoms, unleſs it affe& the general ſyſtem. Ir 
is then diſtinguiſhed moſt commonly by acute pain 
of the affected part. This ſpecies, however, is 
chiefly characteriſed by the effects produced on the 
diſeaſed parts: for theſe membranes, when in- 
flamed, are found thickened, opaque,and ſloughy,

ti, and whole mucous membrane of the fauces, 
ſo that the pafſage to the noſe from the throat is 
cloſed up. The root of the tongue, too, is fwellk 
ed and inflamed; and alſo the muſele that moves 
the os hyoides. The febrile ſymptoms at the ſame 
time are violent; the pulſe being often one hun- 
dred and forty. Both deglutition and reſpiration 
are SO The countenance of the patient is 
70 E ſwelled, 
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ſwelled, and red; his eyes are mn inflam. 
ed and prominent; and although he moves the 
Jaw with great difficulty, he is forced to keep his 
mouth as open as poſſible in order to breathe. He 
complains of pain in the ears and head. Some- 
times / at this period of the diſeaſe, epiſtaxis takes 
place, followed by mitigation of the ſymptoms. 
In other caſes, the ſame event ſucceeds a ſwel-

| rare caſes, the matter being diſcharged into the 
' larynx occaſions ſudden ſuffocation; but it is com- 
monly evacuated into the ceſophagus, after which 
the inflammatory ſymptoms gradually ſubſide.

The ſymptoms of inflammatory fever dittioguiſh 
in general all the varieties of eytranclie tonfillaris 
from every other ſpecies of fore throat. In ſome 
rare caſes, however, this eriterion is not. ſufficient 
to diſcriminate it at the beginning from the angi- 
na maligna. On ſuch occaſions, the appearance 
of effloreſcence on the ſurface of the body, the 
previous hiſtory of the patient, and above all the 
nature of the prevailing epidemic, afford unequi- 
vocal marks of the difference of the two ſpecies. ; 
The inflammation in the firſt variety is of a 
mixed nature; being ſeatec᷑ in glandular bodies, | 
and in a membrane which, while it partakes of 
the ſtructure of mucous membranes, and of the 
cuticle, differs from both in poſſeſſing. part of that 
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mechaniſm through which the ſenſe of taſte is 


conveyed. The tonſils and uvula have therefore 
the phlegmonic ſpecies of inflammation ; while 
the membrane of the fauces is affected probably

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with the eryſipelatous, altered. ſomewhat in its 
phenomena by the peculiarity of ſtructure of that 
membrane.

The inflammation of the third variety, however, 
is more complicated: for in it, as in the former 
caſes, not only are the glandular parts, the mem- 
brane of the fauces, and the muſcles of the os hy- 
oides, affected; but alſo the membrane lining the 
larynx, (which is a mucous one) and perhaps the 
ſubſtances which connect the nn of that 
organ.

A CARPENTER, aged thirty-three years, of a tall 
ſtature, pretty corpulent, and of a large ſize, hav- 
ing, as far as could be learned, been in good health, 
returned home one evening during the cold ſea- 
* A fon. 
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ſon very much intoxicated, and greatly heated, 
both by the wine he had drank and by the fire at 
which he had ſat. Having become very feveriſh;' 
and being affected with ſore throat, à phyſician 
was ſent for the ſame evening, and he was bled | 
in the arm. As the diſeaſe nevertheleſs did not 
abate, he was in the morning brought into the 
hoſpital at Padua, where veneſection was repeat- 
ed; but with ſo little effect, that in the evening it 
was again had recourſe to, a quantity of blood be- 

ing drawn from his foot. On the morning of the 
following day, the remedies, both external and 

internal, which had been already uſed, and which 
were ſtill employed, having failed to produce an 
good effect, blood was again drawn from his arm, 
and at noon from the ſublingual veins. The ju- 
gular could not be opened agreeably to the with 
of the phyſicians, as the patient could not bear 
the poſture neceſſary for that operation. Not- 
withſtanding of all theſe means, the ſymptoms 
of fever and reſtleſsneſs were not only not mo- 
derated, but were even increaſed; and at the 
ſame time they were attended with difficulty of 
ſwallowing, ſpeaking, and breathing. On the fol- 

lowing day, (which was the third of the diſorder) 

he mentioned that he was affected with virulent 

gonorrhcea, and that he had been troubled with 
it for at leaſt a fortnight. A vein in his foot was 
again opened on that day. The blood which had

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hitherto been mw had never had any cruſt on 
its ſurface, but was ſomewhat hard, and contain- 
ed a ſmall proportion of ſerum. His neck was a 


little ſwelled, but not his face, which was not even 


red. Within two hours after the laſt veneſection, 
although the pulſe ſtill continued ſtrong, the pa- 
tient himſelf was ſenſible of his approaching diffo- 
lution, which actually took place about noon of 


the ſame day; though it happened in ſuch a man- 


ner, that it appeared to the attendants to have 
been occaſioned by accident: for having called 


for the gargle which he uſed, and having perhaps 


put, unguardedly, ſome more of it into his mouth 
than he intended, he inſtantly expired, as * he 


had been ſuffocated by the fluid. 


Appearances on Diſſectin. 
ABDoMEn: Nothing uncommon appeared with- 


in the abdominal cavity; except a globular body, 
placed near the edge of the meſentery, which re- 
ſembled very much, in form, in colour, and in 


ſize, one of the largeſt eggs that project from the 


. ovarium of a boiled hen. This was nothing elſe | 
than fat, of a more yellow colour than the reſt of 


the fat of the body: it was included within a 


ſingle membrane, in the form of a ſpherical blad- 
der, having no intervening membranous lamellæ 
as far as could be obſerved. The ſtate of the ure- 
thra was examined, in conſequence of the pa- 
tient's having confeſſed himſelf affected with go- 


norrhœa. 
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norrhœa. The proſtate gland would have ap- 
peared larger than ordinary, had not the penis 
alſo been of a large fize, as it generally is in a 
large body. The proſtate, the caruncle, the ve- 
ſiculz ſeminales, and every other part within the 
urethra, except the internal ſurface of that canal, 
which ſeemed to be ſomewhat. more moiſt and 
more red than uſual, were in a natural ſtate, One 
of Couper's glands was wanting, a circumſtance not 
very uncommon: the ſubſtance of the other was 
changed into a hard, firm, ligamentous-like body. 
Tnoßax. The lungs were neither turgid nor 

; inflamed, but were perfectly ſound. The mem- 
branes, however, which inveſt theſe organs, like 
other membranes in this body, reſiſted the knife 
more than uſual. The left lobe of the lungs was 
cloſely connected to the pleura, but the right was 
perfectly free. The pericardium contained a lit- 
tle red coloured fluid. This was not tinged. in con- 
ſequence of diſſection; for; as it was congealed 
by the cold, it plainly appeared to be internally 
of a red colour. Within the heart, which was 
uncommonly large, being out of proportion to the 
body, (and it too was large) neither poly pi nor 
any thing unuſual were found. A ſmall quantity of 
black blood only, which was neither too fluid nor 
too much. coagulated, was ſeen within it. The 
aorta, from the valves at its origin quite to the ce- 
liac artery, exhibited many marks of diſeaſe; for 
| Ee2 here 
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here and there a few ſpots}: Andes: were not of a 
bony hardneſs, were perceived on its internal fur- 
face. Internally, too, except in the ſeat of theſe 
ſpots, its ſurface was no where whitifh, but of a 
red brown colour: neither was it ſmooth and 
ſhining, as it generally is, but unequal, from ſmall 
and thin excreſcences, of a red brown colour, 
both externally and internally, and of various 

forms and ſizes. The largeſt of theſe might have 
been covered with a lupin, the form of which it 
much reſembled; When looked at, they appear- 
ed to be of a ſoft conſiſtence; but when cut into, 
they were found to be as compact and firm as the 
parietes of the veſfel. This diſeaſed ſtate was 
much more conſiderable in proportion as the ar- 
tery approached the heart. But it did not extend, 
neither to the carotids, nor to the ſubclavians, nor 
even below the celiacs; under which too the ap- 
pearance of white fates! became gradually leſs and 
leſs. The parietes of the artery were alſo harder 
than uſual. The fourth ſinus of Vallalva was ob- 
viouſly larger than nataral, though not in a very 

-great degree. The ſeptum of the auricles of the 
heart had its ſurface next the pulmonary vein 

marked with parallel Is which were not 1 
ſlignt.

both externally and internally, and not only with- 
in the ventricles, but alfo in different places with- 


in 
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in the medullary ſubſtance, were diſtended with 
blood. Thoſe veſſels which crept” through the 
left fide of the pia mater were more particularly 
diſtended. That membrane, like the other mem- 
branes of this body, when cut into, gave more than 
uſual reſiſtance. - The lateral ventricles contained 
a ſmall quantity of bloody-like fluid. The tongue 
was thicker than uſual; the veſſels upon its ſupe- 
rior ſurface; from the baſis towards its' apex, were 
certainly enlarged in their diameters from the in- 
cluded blood. The uvula and the velum pendulum 
palati were ſound. The membrane inveſting the 
tonfils was confiderably thickened, as it contained 
a quantity of yellow coloured ſerum which reſem- 
bled yellow jelly. The tonſils themſelves were 
ſwelled, and more eſpecially the left one, which 
was harder than the other, and from which, when 
preſſed upon or cut into, ſome pus was expelled: 
The cartilages and muſcles proper to the larynx 
were perfectly ſound ; but the membrane.inveſt- 
ing that canal was diſeaſed both externally and in- 
| ternally. Internally it was a little redder than u- 
ſual, as was alſo the contiguous part of the aſpera 
arteria. It was ſomewhat ſwelled too, but ſo 
ſlightly that the chink of the glottis did not ap- 
pear to be thereby ſtraitened. The ſame mem- 
brane, where it covered the epiglottis, both on 
the concave, convex, and lateral ſurfaces of that

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rid red colour, in others of a brown all. Theſe 
appearances were leſs conſpicuous on the- concave 
ſurface than elſewhere, and on it were confined to 
the third part of its extent. When cut into, they 
were found to proceed from a collection of blood 
and ferum which diſtended the membrane and the 
contiguous glandular bodies only. On the con- 
ven ſurface, theſe fluids ſeemed to have begun. 1 in 
part to be coverted into. pus. Beſides, the ſame 
membrane externally, where it covered the larynx 
on the back part, together with the glandular bo- 
dies enveloped by it, were affected with conſidera- 
ble inflammation, eſpecially towards the ſides. On 
each fide, the membrane projected in form of a 
protuberance nearly of the thickneſs of one's lit- 
tle finger. Theſe protuberances proceeding from 
the neighbourhood of the baſis of the cricoid car- 
tilage, and converging in their aſcent, reached 
ſomewhat. above the arytenoid cartilages. They 
were totally unconnected with thoſe cartilages, 
and with the ſuperior part of the larynx, although 
they adhered to the remaining and inferior part of 
that canal. Theſe bodies were like two inflamed 
condylomata, reſembling in form and colour the 
appearance of the epiglottis already deſcribed, ex- 
cept that they were of a deeper florid red colour, 
and had leſs of the brown taint. When diſſected, 
they were found to conſiſt of the membrane and 
its Sands diflended with effuſed blood and ſerum,

. Comm Beſides the prediſpoſi- 
tion to general inflammatory complaints, it ap- 
| pears that ſome local affection of the parts prediſ- 
poſes to inflammation of the throat; for it is ob- 
| ſerved that ſome perſons are wonderfully liable to 
it. Men it has been alledged are more ſubject to 
this complaint than women. After the throat 
has been once inflamed, there exiſts always a 
great prediſpoſition to a return of the inflammation. 


Excrrixe CAuszs. The exciting cauſes com- 
monly enumerated are, violent exerciſe of the or- 
gans of the voice, and the ſudden or long conti- 
nued application of cold to the throat, or to ſome ' 
other part of the body. Hence the diſeaſe occurs 
moſt frequently. during viciffitudes from heat to 
cold in the ſtate of the weather, at which time it 
is often epidemic.

Much variety in the ate of the hes ae is 
alſo obſerved, even in caſes where the diſeaſe is 
clearly indicated at the beginning.

The liver extended ſo 
much acroſs the body, that it covered the whole 
upper part of the ſpleen, to which it was cloſe- 
ly connected. Its edge was for a confiderable 
ſpace livid; as was alſo its concave ſurface, to the 
extent of three fingers breadth': but the lividneſs 
was quite ſuperficial, It was not- harder than 
uſual, but was a little whiter.

CAUsSES or PNRUMONIC INFLAMMATION. 


Px DISPONENT Causg. There is a natural and 
acquired prediſpoſition to pneumonic inflamma- 
tion. Under the former head, may be claſſed the 
general diſpoſition to inflammatory complaints and 
ſtraitneſs of the cheſt. Under the latter, certain 


occupations in life, as the dreſſing of flax, ſifting 


of wheat, chiſſeling of ſtones, &c. and former in- 
flammatory affections of the lungs. 


 ExciTinG Causes. Every circumſtance which 
is an exciting cauſe of general inflammation, may, 
in a perſon prediſpoſed to it, induce pneumonia z 
ſuch as, expoſure to cold, &c. Violent or long 
continued exertion of the lungs, too, whether in 
ſpeaking, ſinging, or blowing on muſical inſtru- 
ments, is found to be productive of the, ſame ef- 
fe& where there is a general inflammatory prediſ- 
poſition; even although no cauſe, directing the in- 
flammation immediately to the lungs, ſhall con- 
cur. Cutaneous eruptions alſo, particularly mea- 
ſles, often prove exciting cauſes of this diſeaſe. 


Befides the exciting cauſes now enumerated, 


MorGagni has mentioned ſome circumſtances, 
(Epiſtle xxi. Ne 43. & 44.) which ſeem to ſhow, 
that pneumonia may ariſe from the preſence of 
e worms 
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worms in the inteſtinal canal. He ſtates particu- 
larly, that pneumonic inflammation, attended 
with worms, was very prevalent at Farneſe in the 
winter of 1705. But as the diſeaſe was not

* Dr. Pedratti, who then praiſed at Farneſe, gave MoxCac- 
ui the following acconnt of the ſymptoms which characterized 
that epidemic. The firſt ſymptom was pain in the fide, rather 
obtuſe than acute ; at the beginning tolerable, and throughout its 
courſe ſometimes intermitting. In the mean time, figns of worms 
harbouring in the alimentary canal appeared; and befides, ſome of 
thoſe animals were thrown off by vomiting, and ſome of them 
were ſeen in the fæces. At the ſame time there was violent cough, 
attended with the expectoration of a white crude matter tinged 
with ſtreaks of blood. Fever, uſhered in by ſhivering, continuing |, 
uniformly without either remiſſion or exacerbation, accompanied 
theſe ſymptoms. The pulſe was low, ſmall, and unequal. About 
the fifth, or at the utmoſt the ſeventh day, the diſeaſe, inſtead of 
being aggravated, ſeemed rather to decreaſe in violence: ſo that 
the patient appeared in a way of recovery, the pain and cough 
having ceaſed, and the fever even being much moderated. Soon 
after this, however, all theſe ſymptoms became more violent than 
before; with the addition of ſo great a difficulty of breathing, and

intermitting pulſe ; and convulſions. 


In addition to theſe ſymptoms, Dr. Cullen has

CASES or GasTRITIs, 

CAS E I. (xxx. 4.) 
LA NOBTEMAN, aged forty- two years, became 
affected with a double tertian fever, which, during 
the firſt paroxyſms, was accompanied with mild 
ſymptoms. On the fourth acceſſion, however, the 
ſymptoms were exceedingly violent, for the cold 
fit continued ſeven hours. He had very trouble- 
ſome thirſt ; his tongue was rough ; his breathing 
difficult. He was languid ; his pulſe was ſmall 
and weak; and he complained of pain, and ſenſe 
of fulneſs i in the ſtomach. He was at the ſame 
time ſo uneaſy and reſtleſs, that he could not con- 
tinue even for a little time in the ſame part of the 
bed. All theſe ſymptoms became milder when 


the hot fit took place, and when he was allowed 
to drink diſtilled water. But this relief laſted on- 


ly 
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ly a ſhort time; for an aggravation of his com- 
plaints ſoon returned, and he continued much dil- 
treſſed during the whole of that night. Early in 
the morning he felt an inclination. to vomit, 
which at firſt could not be excited' even by the 
irritation of the fauces by his fingers, which he 
did. ſeveral times. Soon after, however, he yo- 
mited about four pounds of fluid, reſembling in 
| colour water in which chocolate had been diſſol- 
ved. In this fluid, membranous-like ſubſtances, 
of the ſame colour, floated ; and from it the ſame 
| kind of ſmell uſually emitted from the bodies of 
thoſe affected with fever proceeded. Although 
the affection of the ſtomach abated ſomewhat af- 
ter the vomiting ; the other ſymptoms not only 
continued, but were even aggravated. In the 
morning veneſection was had recourſe to. The 
blood drawn in the firſt cup had its craſſamentum 
ſofter than uſual; had a thin cruſt on its ſurface, 
and exhibited a milky-like ſerum: but in the ſe- 
cond. cup, the blood was much leſs altered. Not- 
withſtanding the employment of theſe and other 
means, almoſt the ſame quantity of the ſame kind 
of fluid as that formerly mentioned was vomited 
within a few hours; and this a little after happen- 
ed again and again: ſo that the whole quantity 
vomited during that day was equal to fixteen 
pounds. On the following night all the ſymptoms

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arm ſupervened. This recurred frequently, eſpe- 
_ cially when the arm was expoſed to the air; and 
Was always preceded by delirium. In the morn- 
ing this tremor was converted into a kind of epi- 
| leptic paroxyſm; by which not only his arm, but 
alſo his mouth, eyes, and left thigh, were vio- 
lently convulſed. Theſe ſ{ymproms. continued for 
many hours; and at length the affected arm be- 
came paralytic. The epileptic fits recurred ſo 
frequently, that more than twenty took place 
within an hour. At the ſame time, too, the vo- 
miting became more frequent; and the matter 
thrown up was of a porraceous colour, and had 
ſmall membranous portions floating in it. Sin- 
gultus, which had begun about mid-day, (after the 
paralytic attack) now became more violent. Al- 
though all theſe ſymptoms ſeemed ſome what a- 
| bated i in the afternoon, on the approach of even- 
ing they were aggravated ; and the pulſe and 
ſtrength having failed more and more during the 
whole of the night, while he continued diſtreſſed 
with yomiting, delirium, ſingultus, and frequent 
violent, though ſhort, ſpaſmodic attacks, he di- 
ed in the morning.

A MAN, aged forty years, of a braway make, 
and accuſtomed to intenſe thought, having been 
affected for ſome days with pain in the head, and 
a ſenſe of heat in the parts on making water, was 
ſeized, after ſupper, at which he neither eat too 
much, nor any thing unwholeſome, with excru- 
ciating pains in the region of the ſtomach. The 
pain of the head continued, and the pains in the 
ſtomach became aggravated. He diſcharged, by 
the mouth and by ſtool, a large quantity of green- 
coloured mattter. Under theſe circumſtances, he 
died at the beginning of the third day. 

Appearances on Diſſection. 
ABDoMENn. The right fide of the ſtomach was 
ſound; and on its internal ſurface, about the 
antrum pylori, to the extent of ſeveral fingers 
breadth, numerous lenticular glands, much en- 
larged, 
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larged, appeared. The fundus, on the left fide. 
was marked with bright-coloured bloody ſpots. 
Some of theſe. ſpots, having begun to be covered 
with an ugly ferruginous incruſtation, ſhowed 
that the inflammation had approached to the ſtate 
of gangrene. On the ſame fide, at the part on 
which there were no ſpots, the internal coats ſeem- 
ed ſound; but diſcharged blood very readily when 
- prefled. The duodenum, and reſt of the inteſ- 
tinal canal, exhibited no morbid appearance. 
The gall-bladder, at the diſtance of two or three 
inches from the lower part of its fundus, was con- 
tracted, and became again dilated before it ter- 
minated in the cyſtic duct: ſo that it appeared to 
form a double gall- bladder. . 

Tnoxax. The, lobes, adhered, by means is of their 
own membrane, to the parietes of the cheſt, and 
alſo to the mediaſtinum : they were however ſound, 
although their poſterior part was red. The back 
and poſterior parts of the arms were alſo of a red 
colour.

ABDOMEN. The ſtomach was large, and half 
full ; but when opened, it ſeemed aſtoniſhing that 
all its contents had not been evacuated by vomit- 
ing. For internally it appeared eroded in ſeveral 


different places. The erofions, although evident- 
ly recent, were already affected with a gangren- 
ous colour. They were exceedingly numerous, 


and very minute about the pylorus ; from which 
they alſo extended to the contiguous part of the 
duodenum. Erofions, of a larger ſize, were ſeen 
here and there on the fundus, about the cardia, 
and even in the cſophagus. Theſe erofions, there- 


fore, ſeemed to have been produced by what had 
been ſwallowed: but what that was, could not be 


learned, neither from the previous hiſtory of the 


caſe, nor from an examination of the matter that 


remained in the —— The ſpleen was ſome-

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uber larger and more flabby than uſual; and was . 
glued to the diaphragm for a conſiderable extent, 
and alſo to the ſtomach in a ſmall degree: this 
might perhaps ariſe from its large fize. The ute- 


ius lay very much to the left fide; and on that 


_ fide the round ligament was ſhorter than on the 
right. Within the cervix uteri, at one ſide, a ſmall 
thick white membrane, of a pyramidal form, ad- 
hered, by a flattened head, which ſeemed to. be 
the remains of a hydatid formerly diſtended with 
fluid. The ſanguiferous veſſels of the urinary 
bladder, even from the openings of the ureters, 
were ſo exceedingly red, that, although they were 
very ſmall, they could not have been better ſeen, 
nor could their anaſtomoſes have been more diſ- 
tiactly marked, had they been filled with wax. 
In this manner they were continued from both 
ſides into the urethra; along the internal ſurface 
of which they were obſerved in great numbers, 
and much diſtended ; but, on that account, they 
did not form ſo beautiful an appearance as in the 
bladder. On cutting into the meſentery, which 
was well ſupplied with fat of a good colour, (as 
the other parts of the body were, and in a greater 
degree than could haye been ſuppoſed from the 
appearance of the ſubject) ſeveral large glands 
were obſerved.

Some poly- 
pous concretions appeared in the heart; and alſo 
in the jugular veins, which contained more blood 
than the veins below them did. The parietes of

| acids 
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acids and alkalis, or poiſonous ſubſtances, ſuch as 
arſenic, &c, and thoſe various purgative medi- 
cines which produce their effect principally by 
ſtimulating the muſcular fibres of the inteſtines ; 
and by an over-proportion of mucus or bile, or a 
vitiated ſtate of theſe ſecretions. The inflamma- 
tion is' ſometimes too communicated from neigh-

Some of theſe circumſtances occaſion gaſtritis 
in every different ſtate of the ſyſtem: ſuch, for 
example, are certain external injuries, ſwallowing 
concentrated acids, or alkalis, or arfenic, &c. But 
others, as all the general exciting cauſes of inflam- 
mation, the ordinary laxative medicines, over- pro- 
portion of mucus, bile, &c. are productive of no 
ſuch effects, unleſs ſome change from the healthy 
fate, either in the ſtomach or ſyſtem, or both, 
have previouſly taken place.

INFLAMMATION of the inteſtines is marked 
by fixed pain, with tenſion in ſome part of the 

belly, eſpecially about the umbilicus ; nauſea, vo- 

miting ; obſtinate conſtipation, attended with low, 

quick, hard pulſe; great thirſt, dry tongue, burn- 
ing heat, and red-coloured urine. - 

The pain ſometimes invades ſuddenly, and "Bo 
times is uſhered in by ſhivering, or diarrhoea, Al- 
though fixed, it is occaſionally much aggrayated, 
e WE 
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but is never entirely alleyiatedz- It is increaſed. up- 
on touching the affected part; and is commonly 
accompanied by hardneſs and tenſion of the ab- 
domen. The nauſea and vomiting are more ſe- 
vere in many caſes than in others; which has been 


thought to depend upon the vicinity of the in- 


flamed part to the ſtomach. Apparent diarrhoea 
ſometimes attends; hiccup' often. Sometimes this 
diſeaſe imitates, to ai ſuperficial obſerver, hepati- 
tis and gaſtritis: but from the former it is diſtin- 
guiſhed by the abſence of the pain on the top of 

the ſhoulder, and from Ge latter by the painful 
ſenſation about the umbilicus. In ſome caſes, 
however, all theſe diſeaſes are combined. On 


ſome occaſions, too, the ſymptoms of inflamma- 
tion of the inteſtines are ſo obſcurely marked, that 


they may be entirely overlooked.

the other. When cut into, its ſubſtance internal 
ly appeared of a brown red colout ; but that of 
the othet was natural. Between the ſound teſti- 
cle and the tunica vaginalis, there was à little 
quantity of watery fluid; and at one extremity of 
the ſame teſticle, a ſmall roundiſh body, like the 
remains of a ruptured bydatid, projected. The 
gall-bladder was placed tranſverſely; and al- 
though it was of the ordinary fize, it was not re- 
ceived as uſual into a depreſſion of the liver; for 
after its fundus was ſeparated from the liver, (and 
this was done without the leaſt force being neceſ- 
ſary) the part to which it had adhered' could 
| ſearcely be diſtinguiſhed, being ſo ſmooth, that if 
any veſſel had connected them, it muſt have been 
ſo exceedingly minute as to eſcape the notice of 
the ſenſes. This was certainly an original con- 
formation. It contained a little quantity of black, 
and ſome what viſcid bile, together with twenty 
calculi. Theſe were of a black colour; ſmall, but 
nearly equal to each other i in ſize. They all con- 
ſiſted of ſeveral globules as it were; and being in- 
dented into each other, they were all in contact.

formerly. On that very day he began to have 
vomitings of bitter matter. To. theſe, ſingultus 
and pain of the ſerotum ſupervened, on the fourth 
day of the diſeaſe.

His pulſe was leſs frequent than it 
had been on the preceding day, but was weaker 
than it ſhould have been in a young man; his 
thirſt continued; and he paſſed no feces until the 
only in jection already mentioned had been exhi- 
ted. On this day, injections, compoſed of the 
Carminative Decoction, as it is called, to which 
clarified honey, together with two drachms of 
electuary, called Benedicta Laxativa, were added, 
having been adminiſtered, the vomiting of bitter 
matter returned, and at the ſame time a worm of 
the lumbrieus kind was thrown' up. The injec- 
tion was not entirely paſſed even after many hours 
had elapſed.

though, indeed, his pulſe, and the appearance of

It was cover- 
ed not only by the ſcrotum and dartos, but 
alſo by the cremaſter muſcle, and the membrane 
on which that muſcle in common with the teſtis 
lies ; and alſo by the veſſels belonging to the teſtis. 
The teſtis lay under the ſac; and its veſſels, which 
adhered externally to the inſide of the ſac, paſſed 
into the belly near its orifice, but not through it.

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A WOMAN, above fifty years of age, who had,

A pORTER, ſo much worn out by conſtant work- 
ing, that although he was only fifty years of age 
he appeared much older, had a hernia in the 
right groin, of the ſize of one's thumb, which | 
ſometimes ſeemed to diſappear. Without any 
previous cauſe, except perhaps that a ſtorm of 
ſnow had ſuddenly occurred after mild weather, 
he became affected with a wandering, but acute 
pain, in the belly; as if, to uſe his own expreſ- 
fion, he were torn. by dogs.

All the large inteſtines were contracted, 
and were of a white colour; by which it was e- 
vident that there had been no paſſage through the 
prolapſed portion of the ileum; although the 
tube of the inteſtine itſelf had not entered the 
hernial ſac, but having paſſed by the ſide of it, 
only ſent into it a portion of its paries ſtretched 
into the form of a ſemi-oval cavity. The one ax- 
is of this cavity, where it began gradually from 
the inteſtine, meaſured about three fingers breadth, 
and was in the longitudinal direction of the inteſ- 
tine; and the other, extending between the ante- 
rior ſurface, at the diſtance of leſs than an inch 
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from the inſertion of the meſentery, and the in. 
ferior ſurface, was much ſhorter. From its begin- 
ning, this cavity was contracted more and more, 
as its ſemi- oval figure required, until at the mid- 
dle, where it meaſured one inch in depth. This 
part, whether it be called a cavity or a cell of the 
inteſtine, was the ouly portion of the inteſtinal ca- 
nal interrupted by the hernia; into which alſo the 
extremity of the omentum was prolapſed. Nei- 
ther of theſe parts could be drawn back from the 
hernial fac, becauſe they were not only ſhut in 
by the tendinous orifice of the ſac, but were alſo 
tied down to the ſac itſelf, by bands, which al- 
though not very ſtrong, were very numerous. 
The ſac on its internal ſurface was ſmooth, ex- 
cept at the part connected with the hernia, where 
it was ſomewhat rough.
